hand to his excellency his passports. 

Notwithstanding this unexpected 
action of the German government, 
this sudden and deeply deplorable 
renunciation of its assurances given 
this government at one of the most 
critical moments of tension in the 
relations of the two governments, I 
refuse to believe that it is the inten- 
tion of the German authorities to do

FRUIT STANDARDIZATION BILL 


INTRODUCED 
Of considerable interest is the 
fruit standardization Dill proposed|= 


by George W. Ashley of San Joa- 
quin, specifying the manne in which 
California’s citrus fruits, as well as 


berries, prunes, plums, _ cnerries, 
peaches, quinces and apricots, may 
be packed and marketed. The bill 


calls for all packed. fruit to be of 
uniform kind, quality, maturity and 
size in each container unless clear- 
\ly labeled “mixed.” It provides for 
| a county fresh fruit inspector in 
each county not already possessing 
}a horticultural commissioner. 

| With respect to citrus fruit 
{bill is modeled upon the Florida 
\laws, with the additional provision 
j that frozen fruits must not be ship- 
|ped without proper safeguards to 
the purchaser. The bill gives state 
control over fruits intended not on- 
\ly for interstate shipment, but also 
for shipment between points within 
| the state. 

Apples are mentioned in the bill. 
| They have been separately taken up 
lin a bill introduced by Assemblyman 
| Hudson of Santa Cruz.

My es-| 
timate is that considerably more! 
than three-foruths of the boys en- 
rolled in the rural high schools of | 
California are planning to abandon | 
the vocation of their fathers for the| 
more alluring occupations of the| 
city. What’s more, practically all} 
of those who are planning to “leave 
home” for the city are encouraged 
and abetted by their fathers. Last 
year 73 high schools in California of- 
fered courses in agriculture. The} 
teaching was well done, generally 
speaking, but in spite of this, few 
classes in agriculture enrolled more} 
than a corporal’s guard. The total 
number of students of agriculture in 
California was only: 1289. Approxi- 
mately half of these were city dwell- 
ers. 
in Latin; eight times as many in 
bookkeeping. Agriculture is not go- 
ing as it should in the high schools 
of the state. There is no use show- 
ing “a bold front” any longer. 

Why are the boys leaving’ the 
farm? When the district provides 


| good teachers, several acres of land, 


good laboratores and other equip- 
ment, spending more money on the 
course in agriculture than on any 
other, why do the boys not take ad- 
vantage of it? When reformers are 
calling loud for a rural 
ing,’ why do the boys turn deaf 
ears? I am persuaded that the sole 
reason is not to be found in our 
system of education. Educational 
systems yield slowly but surely to 
economic pressure, but pressure is 
lacking so far as agriculture is con- 


cerned. The rural high schools of 
California are for the most part 
what the rural communities want 


them to be. We cannot escape the 
fact that rural communities in Cali- 


fornia are not enthusiastic about 
agricultural education. 
A Rural Boy’s Philosophy 


The reason for the small enroll- 
ment in agriculture is economic 
rather than educational. Before we 
can rehabilitate rural life so that it 
will attract rural boys we must re- 
habilitate rural opportunity. Every 
normal American boy is looking for 
a chance .to succeed in life. At pres- 


'ent the rural boy believes, and has 


many reasons for believing, that the 
chances of syecess are considerably 
less abundant on the farm than in 
the city.

In the last century our 
country gave the young farmer a 
quarter section of land outright. Is 
it asking too much of the govern- 
ment to “loan” its credit to the 
young man of today, since the land 
on which the loan is made will be 
security for the loan? If the gov- 
ernment “loans” its credit to farm- 
ers of middle age, why not “loan” | 
it to its ambitious young men? The 
plan is not merely for the benefit of 
the young men; it is for the benefit 
of the country as a whole. In eco- 
nomic matters it is time for our 
country to realize that its motto 
must be “Opportunity First.” 


Nothing Rotten in Denmark 

In working out the problems of 
rural life we have much to learn 
from other countries. New Zealand 
and Australia offer our young men 
better opportunity in agriculture than 
own country. In these 
countries large areas of land are 
purchased outright by the govern- 
ment, subdivided, brought under the 
ditch, then sold to settlers for a 
reasonable price. The settler has 
thirty years in which to pay for it, 
and is charged interest at the rate 
of about 5 per cent. The govern- 
ment makes every effort to build up 
the rural sections. New-fangled und 
visionary? The pipe dream cf a 
faddist? Well, let us consider ar. old- 
er country. No one would accuse 
the hardy, thrifty self-contained na- 
tion of Denmark of being visionary. 
After the war with Prussia the Dan- 
ish nation turned to the development 
of its agricultural resources. The 
government encouraged the partition 
of large estates. It “loaned” its in- 
dustrious young men money at 3 or

In Seeger some of the most 
fundamental traits and longings of 
the human soul were incarnated in 
naive simplicity—it their elements, 
as it were—and by some miracle of 
nature, had never been warped or 
moulded into any sort of acquies- 
cence with the conventionalities and 
compromises which Civilization and 
the ‘force of their personalities so 
subtly, and almost universally, im- 
poses upon the mass of men. Peo- 
ple were inclined to think of him as 
“different,” even peculiar; few stop- 
ped to: realize that in him was trans- 


|parency manifest what many of us 


are but do not care or dare to re- 
veal. He did and said what he felt 
and thought, and when he had noth- 
ing to say he was silent. Such sin- 
eerity is not usual, nor is it always 
either agreeable or politic—two mat- 
ters which were beside. the point 
where Seeger was concerned.” 

In the recently published edition 
of Seeger’s poems, William Archer 
says in the introduction in referring 
to the fact that good fortune follow- 
ed him throughout, “He seemed pre- 
destined to environments of beauty. 
When at fourteen the left his Mexi- 
can home, it was to go to Hackley 


school, at Tarrytown, N. Y., an in-|- 


stitution placed on a high hill over- 
looking that noblest of rivers, the 
Hudson, and surrounded by a do- 
main’ all its own extending to many 
acres of meadow and woodland. An 
attack of scarlet fever in his child- 
hood kad left his thealth far from 
robust, and it was thought the al- 
titude of Mexico City was too great 
for him. He therefore spent his 
vacations among the hills of New 
Hampshire, and was afterwards giv- 
en a year out of school, with the 
family of his former tutor, in South- 


ern California—again a region famed 


for its beauty.” 

Mr. Archer here refers to the C. 
BE. Harwood home at Fifteenth street 
and “his former tutor’ was Edw. C. 
Harwood. 

Perhaps the foremost poem by 
Alan Seeger and one that immedi- 
ately appeals to the average reader, 
is “I Have a Rendezvous With 
Death.” The poem follows: 

I have a rendezvous with Death 

At some disputed barricade, 

When Spring comes back with rus- 
tling shade - 

And apple blossoms fill the air— 

I have a rendezvous with Death 

When Spring brings back blue days 

and’ fair. 


It may be he shall take my hand 

And lead me into his dark land 

And close my eyes and quench my 
breath— 

It may be I ‘shall pass him still. 

I have a rendezvous with Death 

On some scarred slope of battered 
hill, 

When Spring comes round again this 
year 

And the first meadow-flowers appear. 


God knows ’twere better to be deep 
Pillowed in silk and scented down, 
Where Love throbs out in blissful 


sleep, 

Pulse nigh to pulse, and breath to 
breath, 

Where hushed awakening are 
dear... 


But I’ve a rendezvous with Death 

At midnight in some flaming town, 

When Spring trips north again this 
year, 

And I to my pledged word am true,

VAST WATER PROJECT STARTED| 
BY NEW ACTION 





(Continued from Page 1) 


The supervisors, advised by the 
distirct attorney’s office, that the 
organizers of the:-district had met 
the requirements of the law, pro- 
ceeded with their only course, the 
adoption of the resolution accepting 
the petition as sufficient and fixing 
the boundaries. 

The board had held off until the 
last, hoping that its plan for an en- 
gineering study of the problem and 
the creation of a comprehensive pro- 
ject, forced the issue, with the pre- 
senting of the 75 per: cent petition, 
which provides the supervisors must 
act, regardless of the report of the 
state engineer. 

“We were forced to insist on ac- 

tion,” explained Attorney. Gvodcell, 
following the completion of the de- 
tails. “We meant no discourtesy to 
this board, which we believe is seek- 
ing to do the best for the valley. Our 
water rights, however, are lapsing, 
and unless we succeeded today we 
would have lost our rights. As this 
project develops we wili undoubt- 
edly make some changes to meet 
suggestions from this board and the 
state engineer.” 
“ W. F. McClure, the state engi- 
neer, was present at’ the hearing. 
He made a brief statement, in which 
he said that he had been properly 
interpreted when the supervisors a 
month ago ruled his report regard- 
ing the district to be an unfavorable 
one. 

“The state engineer’s office will, 
however, do everything it can to 
aid in the development of the re- 
gion.” 

J. A. Sourwine, county engineer, 
told the supervisors that as he view- 
ed the situation it was his duty to 
advise them that the results of his 
investigation indicated that 100,000 
acre feet could not be developed ev- 
ery year, that the cost per acre 
would be close to $100 instead of 
$60 and that there would not be suf- 
ficient water in the river to serve 
the riparian owners until such time 
in the future as the return water 
percolates through to the river. 

He urged that the supervisors cut 
the district to 15,000 or 20,000 acres 
instead of 30,000. 

















The supervisors took the position 
that the organizers of the district 
had taken the entire responsibility 
into their own hands by the action 
of forcing the formation before an 
opportunity for a thorough investi- 
gation could be made by the coun- 
commission, and 
they were not disposed to interfere 
in such a manner that an act of 
reducing the district could later be 
blamed for its failure. 

F. E. Trask, the district’s engi- 
neer, replied to Mr. Sourwine’s state- 
ment by pointing out that it would 
be 10 years before all of the land 
would be under irrigation, and dur- 
ing that time the return water would 
commenced to flow into the 
river, and a new hydrographic con- 
dition would be created on the des- 
ert. He said he had studied the Mo- 
jave river for many years, had the 
records of its flow and that the dis- 
trict would certainly not plan on 
what did not exist. 

Attorney Thomas A. _ Berkebile, 
representing certain owners who pro- 
tested being included for the reason 


addressed ‘the board to explain the 
position of his clients, that they 
wished their neighbors success and 
did not want to do anything that 
would interfere with the project. 

Several ranches along the west 
line Were excluded, in accordance 
with the owners’ protest, including 
S. G. Allen, James S. Johnson, Clark 
H. Shaw,,F. E. Harrison, Thomas J. 
Boyles, W. A. Foster, Thomas A. 
Berkebile. The James W. Kyle 
ranch was not excluded. It is sur- 
rounded by ranches that wanted to 
be included. 

F. C. Finkle, F. M. Walter and C. 
F. Gutheridge discussed the situa- 
tion with the board, in addition to 
the attorneys and other engineers.
